NEW YORK 


New York, January 15.—On east- 
ern parkway in Brooklyn there are 
four parallel rows of memorial trees 
enclosed in grilled squares. On each 
tree is a small bronze plaque with 
the name of a soldier, who died in 
France. Some of the names are not 
exactly Anglo-Saxon, but that does 
not diminish their glory. 


On decoration day the trees are 
festooned with flowers and ribbons. 
But now they are bare and _ their 
branches stretch out to the bleak 
wintry skies in stark nakedness. If 
your ears are attuned to such things 
of a spiritual character you can some- 
times hear them whisper to each oth- 
er in the peaceful twilight, sing bois- 
terously at dawn or in the dark night 
wail their sad lament of sun-forsake- 
ness. 


One of those trees has become a 
sacred shrine to me, a symbol of un- 
dying love and overwhelming sadness. 
[ never knew the fellow whose name 
appears on the plaque, though I might 
have caught a glimpse of him one day 
in the hell of the Belleau Woods, for 
he was a marine. The inscription 
says so. . 

On New Year's eve when whistles 
screamed and horns blew and the city 
yelled in festive hilarity, I saw her 
approach the tree. The same girl 
that was there on the sunny after- 
noon of decoration day. But now the 
rain was battering down with merci- 
less and chilling impact. She fasten- 
ed a ribbon around the wet trunk 
and leaned her head against the grill- 
ed ironwork. Against the light of a 


swaying.street arc, I saw her silhou- 
ette shaking ip convulsive sobs. 


Then she slowly walked away, but 
had gone no further than ten steps 
when she looked around, ran back and 
threw her arms around the ironwork. 
Once more her head bent low, then 
she walked away. 


I approached the tree in the morn- 
ing. The ribbon hung limp and wet. 
It was red silk, colog.of undying eine 
and stitched on it in blue, the color 
of eternal hope were the words: 
“Shean, Dear Boy!”

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Turkish 
Stage. 


The main obstacle to the develop- 
ment of the theatrical art in Turkey 
has been overcome in the past two 
years. This was the veto on actresses, 
parts being taken by Turkish women. 
Since appearance on the stage in- 
volved unveiling, and this was con- 
trary to social rules, the theater had 
to resort to the expedient of acting 
Turkish pieces with Armenian actress- 
es.. It was under Armenian initia- 
tive, with Armenian actors and act- 
resses, that the art developed.

In Germany. 


How utterly disappointed the na- 
tionalists of Germany are in Pres- 
dent Hindenburg may be gleaned from 
the writings of Dr. Heinrich Pudor, 
one of the leaders. “In the filthy, 
suffocating atmosphere of a Hinden- 
burg republic, only lies and misery 
can survive. With Hindenburg, the 
choreboy of the Jews, the Slavic 
slavishness has become natural to us. 

Why 
have the people not dragged Strese- 
man off his seat and chased him out 
of the Brandenburg gate, out cf Ber- 
lin? It’s strange they have not quar- 
tered him or made him share the 
fate of Rathenau.’’ The curious part 
of such shameless language is not that 
it is printed freely all over Germany, 
but that there are so many prominent 
and wealthy men who are ever ready 
to help with advice and assistance 
any of these prospective murderers.

The illness and recovery of Mr.

RATE EXPERT PRICE 
NOW GETS $5,400 
ANNUAL SALARY 


E. M. Price, rate expert for the 
Georgia public service commission, is 
now paid a salary “@f 5,400 per year, 
it became known Friday. Mr. Price 
was granted an increase of $400 a 
year at a meeting held earlier in the 
week. 


This makes Mr. Price one of the 
highest-salaried employees of the 
state, not over half a dozen, includ- 
ing the governor, receiving a larger 
salary than this, it is said. 


It was stated at the commission 
that the increase was voted because 
of the technical nature of the work 
and the splendid qualifications of Mr. 
Price. His salary, incidentally, is 
higher than that of Chairman Paul 
H. Trammell, of the commission, who 
receives $5,000 a year. Other mem- 
bers are paid $3,600 per year, while 
the secretary draws $3,300. 

The governor is paid $7,500, while 
the attorney general, secretary of 
state, comptroller general, state school 
superintendent and commissioner of 
agriculture are among those who re- 
ceive $5,000 per year. The state 
treasurer's salary is $4,800.

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WANTED: MORE HEALTH 
POLICE. 

Statistics indicate no material prog- 
ress in the prevention of the respira- 
tory infections in the last 30 years. 
These diseases are responsible for at 
least three-fourths of all the illness in 
the community. It is true that where- 
as there were more than 200 deaths 
from tuberculosis in each 100,000 
population each year 30 years ago, 
fewer than 100 die now, but it 
is nevertheless probable that tubercu- 
losis is as widely prevalent now as it 
has ever been, though with the grad- 
ually increasing popular enlightenment 
the disease is now diagyosed more fre- 
quently in the earlier or incipient 
stage and therefore many more recov- 
eries occur under good medical care. 
All authorities on tuberculosis agree 
that our main weapon in the battle 
against the disease is, after all, teach- 
ing the people how to live. 

How to live is hygiene. Teaching 
grownups hygiene is infinitely more 
difficult than—than just telling folks 
how to keep well. In fact, after they 
have passed a certain age—those who 
survive long enough—it is impossible 
to teach ’em hygiene. Who was the 
wisecracker that said something about 
every man at 40 being his own physi- 
cian—i. e., a wisenheimer? d 

So far as the prevention of eradica- 
tion of disease is concerned, however, 
we seem to be at a standstill. At 
present public health administration 
amounts to no more than a_ passive 
toleration of “normal” morbidity and 
mortality rates for the various. dis- 
eases which public health administra- 
tors constantly term preventable. This 
passive attitude shows itself in the 
fondness of public health administra- 
tors for the term “control.’’: They pre- 
fer to speak of the control of the 
communicable disease nowadays, and 
that implies something like the rea- 
sonable amount of fleas Mr, Billings 
thought a dog should have. 

Thanks to personal health instrue- 
tion, and not to any public health 
service, one of the gravest respiratory 
infections, diphtheria, may be almost, 
if not quite eradicated from a given 
community by an active campaign of 
personal health education by the fam- 
ily physicians of the community. This 
has been accomplished within the last 
year or two by the efforts of the physi- 
cians in Auburn, N. Y., a city of 35,000

‘population, where for eight years up 
'to 1922 there had been an average of 
lnine deaths a year from diphtheria ; 
in March, 1922, the private practition- 
ers of Auburn began their campaign 
to persuade parents to have the young- 
er children tested for susceptibility 
to diphtheria- (the Schick test) and 
such children as were found suscep- 
tible immunized against the disease 
(with toxin-antitoxin). In the whole 
of 1923 and 1924 after this educa- 
tional work was undertaken by the 
doctors of Auburn there were only 
four deaths from diphtheria—three in 
1923 and one in 1924, and in the last 
®20 months there has not been a single 
death from diphtheria in Auburn. 

Of course the New York state health 
department modestly assumes credit 
for this Auburn demonstration. ‘In 
Auburn, N. Y.,” says a newspaper 
blurb distributed by the New: York 
state health department, “where inten- 
sive work has been carried on under 
the direction of the state department 
of health.” This is humorous. It is like 
calling the scorekeeper up in the grand-

lstand the director of the ball game. 


Naturally the passive mood helps the 
state health department to take unto 
itself the eredit for the work which 
“has been carried on.” Who carried 
on the work? ‘Fhe private family doc- 
tors of Auburn. 

The truth is that wherever any 
headway is gained against the com- 
muniecable or preventable’ diseases 
these days, the intensive work is car- 
ried: on by the private physician and 
it is a matter of personal health in- 
struction. Public health authorities 
may keep score and tell the world they 
are “directing” the family doctors in 
the battle, but the family doctor does 
the work. 

What the private practitioners of 
Auburn have accomplished for the 
lucky children of that city, through a 
lot of hard work for which nobody 
pays and few people ever express 
thanks, we can do for children through- 
out the country, if we will. Why not 
begin now to teach children in school 
how to live? That’s the place to teach 
physiology, hygiene, health. What a 
great thing it would be for the future 
of the country if the little girls in 
school about the time they put away 
their dolls were taught the sacred 
truths of motherhood and the proper 
care and feeding of infants, and if 
the boys on the threshold of the ci- 
garette age were taught the plain 
scientific faets about manhood! 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
Cracks Between the Toes. |. 
Recently you published a remedy 
for cracks between the toes. Will yout 
be good enough to reprint it? (D. 


Answer.—It was suggested by a cor- 
respondent, a rather strong solution of 
salicylie acid in alcohol, which he said 
he rubbed on the skin between the 
toes, daily for a few days. The so- 
lution the correspondent sugggested 
seemed unnecessarily strong, and 

think about one dram of salicylic acid 
in an ounce of alcohol would be strong 


enough. 
Fish and Frogs. 

Our biology class would like to 
know whether fish and frogs purify 
water when put into a spring? If 
not, why are they put there? If a 
person at hard exercise takes off his 
coat outdoors when he is perspiring 
will he take cold? (D. M. B.) 

Answer.—Fish and frogs do not 
purify water. There is no reason why 
they should be put in spring water. 
But in open pools, ponds, fountains 
and other small bodies of standing 
water frogs and minnows eat the lar- 
vae of mosquitoes which may other- 
wise breed in such bodies of water. 
I do not know what you mean by 
“eold” in that context, but no illness 
would occur from such a cause; sud- 
den chilling of the surface or any 
portion of it, when one is “warmed 
up” by vigorous exercise is likely to 
leave soreness, lameness or stiffness 
in the muscles. 

The Boy Grows Up. 

About a month ago my husband in- 
sisted that our 7-year-old. son wear 
suspenders. I greatly opposed this, 
as I really don’t think a boy under 
14 or 15 should wear suspenders simi- 
lar to the ones the men wear.

CHAPTER XLII. 
The Constitution Launched. 


The mother of modern journalism 
in Atlanta is The Constitutio., found- 
ed as a new daily on June 16, 1868, 
as a six-day paper with no Monday 
edition. At that time Sunday labor 
was taboo both with proprietors, ed- 
itors and printers. Now tke huge, 
vaudeville “Sunday paper’’ is the es- 
tablished piece de resistance of mod- 
ern American journalism. 

The Constitution was founded by 
Col. Carey W. Styles and his asso- 
ciates in answer to a popular political 
demand. A strong spirit of resistence 
to the “reconstruction’’ policy of the 
‘republican party pervaded the home 
people of Georgia. They had no or- 
gan at the state capital and demand- 
ed one. Colonel Styles, an ex-Con- 
federate soldier and the possessor of 
a fiery temper and undauntable cour- 
age, undertook to supply that demand. 
During a visit to Washington city he 
adopted a suggestion by President 
Johnson and named the new paper 
»The Constitution, after a pre-war 
democratic daily of that name that 
had been published in the national 
capital. 

From its first issue The Constitu- 
tion caught the welcome and fixed 
favor of the true people of the state 
and its political influence ~apidly ex- 
tended into adjacent commonwealths. 
In that era only men of faith, daring 
and devotion to the people's most 
sacred interests could win position 
and confidence. Such men were they 
who brought The Constitution into 
action and the fixed place in public 
favor that it now enjoys, in its fifty- 
eighth year, testifies to the continuous 
public trust that has been given to 
its conductors by the people of the 
state and the south. 

In all its notable career nothing 
wise and workable for the welfare of 
its constituency has failed to get the 
papers furmidable backing. So sure 
is popular confidence in its loyalty 
and integrity that in thousands of 
homes in Georgia it has been wel- 
comed from its very first issue, and 
is called “Our Family Bible of To- 
day.’’ That is a unique distinction 
and an inestimable asset to a great 
journal. 


The names of the managers who en- 
gineered the paper through many 
shoals and storms to its present per- 
manence and prosperity are _ insep- 
arable from the history of it and of 
the city. Their roll of honor includes 
Colonel Styles, the intrepid; J. H. 
Anderson, the sagacious; Colonel Wil- 
liam A. Hemphill, of the steady brain 
and careful hand; Colonel Edward Y. 
Clarke, of daring enterprise; Captain 
Evan P. Howell, the generator and 
concentrator of journalistic power; 
Henry W. Grady, the magnetic and 
scintillant, who captured the immag- 
ination and applause of the nation; 
Roby Robinson, the builder of capital 
and circulation, and Clark Howell, 
the trained pilot and wise navigator 
of a newspaper that has won the in- 
contestable title of “The South's 
Standard Newspaper.”’ 

The roster of the writers who, from 
time to time, haye employed their tal- 
ents in the columns of The Constitu- 
tion is a lengthy list of familiar and 
more or less famous names. Among 
them was Colonel Isaac W. Avery, 
a forceful editor, biographer and his- 
torian; James R. Barrick, brilliant 
both in prose and poetry; N. P. T 
Finch, a conservative and construc- 
tive commentator; Henry W. Grady, 
the meteor of southern newspaperdom 
in his era; Joel Chandler Harris, 
humorist and philosopher, whose fame 
acquired in the columns of The Con- 
stitution, is international and immor- 
tal; Wallace Putnam Reed, versatile 
and vagarious as a comet, and Clark 
Howell, the steady lightbearer and 
balance wheel of a modern staff that 
knows and plays the game of journal- 
ism with consumate success.

Haas were stockholders. Those men 
were known to have the capital and 
the courage to make the paper a suc- 
cess, and from their acquisition of 
it dated the advancement of The Jour- 
nal to its present influence and af-° 
fluence.

As the outcome of his keen 
mind and skillful direction the paper 
has become metropolitan in form and 
contents, with a circulation larger in 
figures and wider in area than any 
other afternoon paper in the southern 
country. 

Among the writers of distinction 
who contribute to The Jouranl’s pop- 
ularity are Colonel John T. Boifeuil- 
let, whose pen is facile and whose 
brain swarms with valuable memories

Plain, nourishing foods; plenty of 
sleep; six glasses of water a day; fre- 
quent bathing (to train the skin to 
stand changes in temperature): sen- 
sible clothing: breathing through the 
nose; keeping the feet dry; plenty of 
fresh air, by night as well as by day. 

Have your child understand that 
an assault with a cough or sneeze may 
easily do him more harm than a blow 
with a fist.
